In the la tte r part of 
th e 
seven­ 
teenth century the American coasts 
■winned w ith pirates who spoiled sea 
commerce and blocked travel. 
King 
William III. of England 
sent 
I>ord 
Bellomont to New York as governor, 
with 
orders 
to stamp 
out 
piracy. 
Bellomont liked the Idea of cornbin, 
ing duty with profit. 
So, with Robert 
Livingston 
and other rich, 
shrewd 
New Yorkers, he formed a company 
to m ake money out of crushing tho 
pirates. 
A powerful warship was to 
be fitted out and sent 
against 
the 
freebooters. 
They and their plunder 
were to be seised, and the profits of 
tho enterprise divided between 
the 
company and th e king. 
Next, 
Bellomont 
and 
Livingston 
looked about for the right sort of man 
to captain th eir warship. 
Livingston 
suggested a “right worthy and honeet 
m ariner," “W illiam Kidd by 
name. 
Kidd was th e son of a Scotch clergy­ 
man who Is said to have suffered m ar. 
tyrdom. 
The “right worthy and hon* 
est m ariner" had for more than thirty 
years 
followed 
the 
sea. 
fighting 
against England’s French foes. th rash ­ 
ing pirates and In many ways prov- 
Ing of use to the colonies. 
At that 
tim e (169(1) he had retired and was 
living quietly In New York 
Kidd was m ade a shareholder in 
Bellomont’s company, took command 
of the thirty gun 
galley 
Adventure 
and set forth on his pirate-chasing 
task. Ho boro with him a commission 
from tho king. made out to “our welt 
beloved and trusty William 
K !dd“ 
After an unim portant capture or two, 
ho vanished 
For a time nothing was 
beard, directly, from him 
Then cam e 
ugly rum ors th a t shaped them selves 
Into faeta. 
It seemed th a t the “well beloved 
and trusty W illiam Kidd" wa* doing 
things that tended to make him nelth* 
er trusted nor beloved. 
In short, ho 
and his craw, who had been sent to 
destroy piracy, had 
them selves 
be­ 
come pirates and were bolding up and 
robbing m erchant ships. 
This news 
aroused trem endous excitement. 
Pub­ 
lic 
feeling 
ran 
dangerously 
high. 
Many people even hinted that Bello­ 
mont, Livingston and the rest had se­ 
cretly formed a piratical company and 
were only wafting 
to 
gather 
tho 
spoils. 
Bellomont, thoroughly scared, 
reported the bad tidings to tho king. 
who received them with horror—real 
or assum ed—and who, In 
1698. 
o r­ 
dered every British port to bo on the 
lookout for Kidd's cspturo. 
Meanwhile tho "well beloved** Kidd, 
cruising the Spanish Main, heard of 
tho plan to arrest him. 
Leaving hts 
large ship near Hayti, he hastened 
northward In a sloop laden with $70.- 
OOO worth of treasure and with a crew 
of forty. 
He touched at O yster Bay, 
L. I., sent for a New York law yer and 
opened negotiations with Bellomont. 
It Is supposed Bellomont sent word 
th at tho captain bad nothing to fear, 
for Kidd landed and went on July I, 
1699, to Boston to talk m atters over. 
There Bellem ont arrested 
him 
and 
packed him off to England to stand 
trial. 
Then the company te n t to tho 
pirate sloop and oefsed the treasure. 
Ai Kidd had started out to do such 
great things tho public grew to be­ 
lieve that 170.000 could not represent 
all bls plunder and that he m ust have 
burled part of tho treasure. 
Thoro is 
no reason for thinking oo. 
Yet tho 
rum or has livid for over SOO years. 
Kidd, m eantim e, was placed on trial 
In England. 
He denied th at he had 
over con aoli ted to be a ptrate and said 
his craw had bullied him Into It. 
Ho 
could not bo convicted of piraoy, even 
by a court which for some m ysterious 
reason rushed his trial through w ith 
suspicious haste and lack of Justice. 
But he was found guilty of having 
killed a m utinous sailor named W ill­ 
iam Moon by hitting him over the 
head with a bucket. 
For this crim e 
Kidd was condemned to death. 
H e 
was hanged on May 24, 1701, w ith 
nine of his crew, a t Execution Dock, 
London. 
To this day It cannot be definitely 
known w hether Captain Kidd was a 
harm less old m an, threatened into un­ 
willing piracy by a mutinous crew, or 
w hether he was th# blackguard ac­ 
complice of a band of financiers who 
used him for th eir own ends and then 
disowned him. 
The haste and injus­ 
tice of his trial led some to think his 
speedy execution was needed to hush 
a pirate scandal th at would have In­ 
volved some of the highest nam es in 
England and in the colonies.

STILL SEEK TREASURE 


P E O P L E O F 8 C O T C H H IG H L A N D S 
F IR M IN FA IT H . 


Tradition of Buried Wealth Linger* 
and la Occasionally Made Stronger ' 
by Finds— Some Heavy Gold 
Ornaments Unearthed. 


For centuries the search for ancient 
treasure has been pursued in the glens 
and wild places of the highlands of 
Scotland, and som etim es unexpected 
"finds” have been made, writes the 
duke of Argyll in Youth's Companion. 
For instance, a tradition that a treas­ 
ure was hidden at inverary had long 
been handed down. 
According to the 
legend, it would never be found excep’ 
by a stranger. 
Generation Rfter gen 
eratlon of children searched for it. 
If 
a badger made a hole in the hillside 
the children believed that the tad 
ger had the arent, and dug up his bur­ 
row; but no young or old badger ever 
came forth with bangles on Its neck 
or its nose. 
The children watched 
every rabbit scrape or hen scrape to 
*ee lf animal or bird had been 
at­ 
tracted by anything shining under the 
■od or in the sand 
Then drainage was Introduced. For­ 
merly the glen was too wet to he cul­ 
tivated, except on dry slopes where 
water could not gather, and a hand 
plow did all the necessary furrowing 
But now red tiled pljces were put down 
to drain oft water from flatter ground, 
and It was possible to sow in corn 
paratlvely level places. 
One pretty piece of grass land un 
der a cliff was pointed out as a good 
bit for plowing. 
From the preclpl c 
above a great rock had fallen In long 
past ages. 
This had to be removed. 
The man at the 
plow 
tail 
was 
a 
■Hanger, an Englishman. 
He put a bag of lew der under the 
rock to blow it up. 
The explosion 
followed, the partly splintered 
ro k 
heaved and fell on it* side. 
Under­ 
neath where It had be* ti was a gleam 
of the lost treasure! There were three 
bautlful. heavy gold braeeleets, two of 
which had cups at their end*. 
Toe 
treasure had bern found, and by a 
"siranger," aa prophesied. 
Those 
bracelet* 
were 
beautifully 
wrought; one of them had plain ends 
where the wrist was slipped through. 
Aa for the pair with the hollow cups, 
an old tradition was recalled which 
declared that no jierson who had com ­ 
mitted a fault could be forgiven unless 
the cups of gold at the gap in 
the 
bracelets were flUed with his peniten­ 
tial tears. 
There is Just room for the 
nose, like the wrist to slip In between 
the golden ends, and It Is possible to 
hold tl»e cups under the two eyes. 
Sometime* ignorant men who have 
found such bracelets have looked on 
the gold as mere brass 
In one case 
a number of bracelets found in an 
Island of the Hebrides were used as 
drawer handles for an old pine chest 
of drawers. 
A peddler came to the 
cottage, found that the old chest had 
very heavy handles, and gave 16 shil­ 
lings, or $3.76, for it 
He took it 
away and acid the old bandies for 
£Jo each. 
Such heavy ornament* a* the brace­ 
let* inuit have been a burden to a 
Keltic beauty. 
For a warrior the gold 
wa* beaten out until it waa thin, for 
then It was more portable and easily 
worked. 
Patterns of all kinds could 
be punched in it, so as to give a good 
effect in front. 
We can imagine how- 
grand an old chief from Brittany or 
Wales or Ireland looked with a shin­ 
ing yellow band on his conical helmet, 
a broad plate of gold on 
his 
right 
shoulder and on his left a long yellow 
mantle girt In by the belt Itself.
